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The Tipping Evil. 


The ^California stale railroad commission has been investi- 


gating the rules, regulations and practices of the Pullman Car 
Company 'in that state and has found numerous, causes for 
complaint. There are many things which the commission re- 
gards as wrong', but the. worst 'is inattention of employes to 
patrons of the company, and the fact that the pay of these 
employes is so small that they are obliged to depend on tips to 
make a decent living. The fact that they are inattentive in 
some cases is doubtless. due to a lack of tips .satisfactory. in 
number and size. Where the tipping custom is 'thoroughly 
established neglect is 'liable to be experienced by those who 
fail to comply with the custom. 


vyhile this investigation -was made in California and the 


shortcomings of the company were brought to light there, it 
is probable that conditions in that state are no worse than in 
any other. The Pullman company is the same everywhere 
and porters are very 'much the same in all parts of the coun- 
try. 
They are constantly on the lookout for tips, and their 


best services are conferred upon those who "come down" 
most generously. This is little cause for wonder in view of 
the commission's finding that the wages paid in California is 
$27.50 a month. 


That is not decent pay for a pprler, and the situation shows 


that the company is willing to bleed the public through its 
employes and the apparent willingness of the public to be bled. 
People who patronize the Pullman company have to pay their 
way, an<J if they would insist on gelling what they pay for 
without tipping the porters every lime they make a molion 
they would get the service. The only difference would be 
that the porters would be paid by the company instead of by 
Us patrons. 


But this is only one phase of '(he lipping nuisance, which is 


so pronounced and widespread at (he present time. It extends 
all the way from the bootblack stand to the best hotel. Bui ii 
is the people who have built it up, and they can wipe it out 
whenever they will. This is not a condition brought about by 
legislation. No referendum is needed in the premises. The 
matter is squarely in the pople's hands, and when they are 
ready to demand the service for which they have paid they will 
receive it without the necessity of paying an additional tax to 
those employed to perform the service.

for that sort of thing. There is nothing like wars and rumor: 
of wars to loosen up the public purse strings. And that-is one 
reaspn why certain classes are so fond of wars and rumors of 
wars.
